Faculty Council on Student 
Aftalra (FCSA) voted Thnradar 
to revoke the Tau Kappa Vpri- 
lon f i^ternity's charter. 

TM deietofott came after a rec- 
ommendation Sept. 19 by Inter- 
fraternity Council (IPC) to re- 
, voke the K-State TKE chartmr. 
'<4 Included in the FCSA resolu- 
tion Is an added recommenda- 
tion that "the former chapter 
members petition for colonisa- 
tion aeeordlBff to the IFC eon- 
•tltutlon and bylaws." 

THB VOTB WAS 6 to with 
one fthetentloa. Two members 
of the council were absent. 
FCSA's resolution will go to Fac- 
ulty Senate and President Jamea 
A. McCain for final approval. 

Cbnek Severtn. IFC president 
and Darwin Cline, IFC president 
last year when the TKE chapter 
want off eampns, presented IFG*s 
reasons for the recommendation. 
Failure to live up to their com- 
mittmenta and lack of coopera- 
tion with IFC and the univer- 
sity were cited by Severln as ma- 
jor reasons for revocation.

Tttmlng from the war to sex. 
Pike mentioned that the Episco- 
pal church changed Ita stand on 
contraception eompletoly from 
1920 to 19B8. "This Is the ad- 
vantage of not being Infallible 
as a church," be aald. 

WEARING A cross with a 
peace symbol and a button stat- 
ing "We believe in life after 
birth," Pike said nothing is un- 
changing In the world of ethics.

THE UNITED STATKS now 
bM l.OdO land-based Minuteman 
Intercontinental Ballistic Mis- 
siles (ICBMS) and 656 Polaris 
missile launchers carried aboard 
41 BttbmarlnM. representing 
more tban 1,100 mlasUe war- 
heads which could be hnrled at 
tbe Soviet Union. 

A five to ten-fold Increase In 
these, leaving bombers out of the 
equation, would mean a mind- 
ttenering 8,000 to 11,000 war- 
heads. 

THIS IS expected to become 
possible througb development of 
what the Pentagon calls "Mul- 
tiple Independent Re-entry Ve- 
blelet.'* or MIRV. 

A MIRV missile, fired at the 
Soviet Union, would separate 
into many warheads, each aimed 
at a different target. The tar- 
gets could be several hundred 
miles apart 

There has been no official 
statement on when MIRV will he 
operational. A MIRV-equlpped 
Hinnteman UI ia expaeted to be 
ready wltUn a very few tmm. 
It Is still in research and 
yet been test launched. 



WAHHDraTON (UPI)— Presi- 
dent Johnson is mounting a mas- 
sive squeeze play on Congresa, 
elamping down on politically 
popnlar spending projects to get 
the lawmakers to make tbe 
money-saving cuts they talk 
about and pass bis tax increase. 

Tbe President laid down wbat 
amovnted to a challenge Thurs- 
day during a hastily organised 
news oonferenee In Ms White 
House office. 

HR SAID that every day's 
delay on bta proposed 10 per cent 
tax surcharge waa coating the 
government $20 million In rising 
prices and interest rates. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee voted Monday to 
shelve the tax measure until 
Johnson and Congress could get 
together on entn ta latem 
spending. 

BUT THE Chief Executive 
said he could not "exercise an 
Intelligent decision" on spend- 
ing rednetlona nntn Congress 
decides where it wants him to 
trim appropriations. He said it 
was np to th« Arpiy Oorpa of 
Engineers.

Farms To Decline by Third 



wA MH i mm iw (UPI) —The 

number of farms in the United 
States will decline by nearly a 
railHoB tn the a«gt It fnam, a 
Presidential advisory paMl re- 
ported Monday. 

Farm bIsm will tnermse snh- 
stantlally and nuuiy part-time 
farmers will move to other oc- 
cupational areas, the National 
Advisory Commission on Food 
and Fiber aald. 

THK RRl*ORT, which is the 
first volume in a series of tech- 
nical reports on tha status of 
agriculture, prfdirts that the 
number of farms in the United 
States will decline from 3.2 mil- 
lion in 1964 to 2.2 mitUon in 
19SU. a decrease uf nearly une- 
Ihird. 

Some regions of the country 
will show bigger declines than 

others, the report said. VjirUius 
forces, including technical 
changes In farming and trans- 
portation as well as the reloca- 
tion of production, account for 
the differences. 

RKLATIVKLV large declines 



In farm numbers are indicated 

for the southeast and delta 
regions as cotton acreage is re- 
duced, tlvestoek enterprisea are 

increased and farms become 
more diversified and mechan- 
ized. 

The commission said the re- 
gions showing the least change 
Include the Great Lakes states, 
corn belt, northern plains, moun- 
tain and Pacific areas, Thoae 
regions will show about a S6 
per cent decrease In total farm 
numbers, the report predicted, 
while the southeast, deita and 
Appalachian states show a de- 
cline of over 30 per cent and 
the northeast decreases more 
than 4 4 per oent. 

THK t'OMMIHSlUN said the 
drops in farm numbers have 
broad social implications for the 
rural areas of the tountry, be- 
cause there will be leas money 
and fewer people to support 
Kiu'h things' as schools and 
churi:hes. 

The number of commercial 
farms — those that have sales 



above It, 600 — ts expeeted to de- 
cline by 16 per cent during the 
next 16 years, the report said. 
Farming will continue to cost 

more and more, the com mission 
said, predicting that capital la- 
veated In land and bnlldlngs, 
machinery and efiutpment, and 
livestock inventories will in- 
crease by an average of 94 per 
cent per (am batwean 1066 and 
1980.

The aeoderator, to be received 
from the Atomic Energy Com- 
mlasion (ABO) wUl be nsed to 
expand graduate research pro- 
grams In the studv of solid-state 
electronics and the material 
sciences, Ralph NOTins, dean of 
engineering, announced Thnn- 
..day. 

,^ The accelerator, declared sur- 
*<V - pins by ttae ABC. was used by 
the Los Alamos, N.M., scientific 
laboratory until January, 1967. 
To be housed In Beaton hall, the 
new facility was made sTaUable 
to K-State on a three-year loan 
basis to be used to benefit edu- 
cational and research programs. 

A TOTALi of 146,000 Is being 
funded by K-State to install and 
develop the facility within the 
College of Bnglneerlng. Sched- 
uled to be completed by the end 
of the year, the installation will 
provide a unlQue research tool 
within tbe engineering college. 

"To my knowledge, no other 
engineering college in the region 
poaaesses a valuable instrument 
of tbto type tor englneerlas rt- 
search." Nevins said. 

The accelerator provides a 
powertal tool for producing 
■enl-«OBdaetors wUle maintala- 



1ns complete control of the pro- 
cms, W. W. Koepsel, eleotrlfial 
engineering department head, 
said. The accelerator will be 
used to oondnot research In 'im- 
plantation' and 'channeling," by 
accelerating charged particles 
or Ions, Koepsel added. (Ions 
are charged particles which re- 
sult when one or more electrons 
are removed from an atom.) 
These Ions can be produced from 
every ebemleal element from 
hydrogen to uranium. 

"THIS TBOHNiQVK involves 
IntrodnelBC an bapartty into an 
'intrinsic' or pure material in 
order to produce a semi-conduc- 
tor saeli as a transistor, diode, 
or other solid-state device," 
Koepsel explained. "This is ac- 
complished with the accelerator 
using 'Ionic bombardment' 
rather tlian wmventtoaal ther- 
mal-diffusion processes." 

Ions produced in the ion 
source can be accelerated to an 
energy level of 600 KeV, ex- 
plained Erich UechU, asslsUnt 
professor of electrical anglnaar- 
Ing. who will assist la dlraettac 
the installation. 

During future experiments, 
Haehtl said, the beam of charged 
tons will travel through the 
ringed neck of the accelerator 
and pass through a giant magnet 
which will bend the path of the

ton beam at a 90*degree angle. 

THH HIGH energy ions will 
tben ba wpUt by the magnet and 
the desired beam will be selected 
and directed down a vacuum 
tabe. The ion beam will bom- 
bard and penetrate the silicon 
or germanium crystal at the end 
of the tube, introducing the 
needed Impurity Into the ma- 
terial to tom a aeml-ooadnotor. 

Using an accelerator to manu- 
facture semi-conductors Is a new 
and unique method, Hechtl said. 
"The tanplanttng technique, 
which was developed only a 
few years ago, will provide a 
much more accurate method," 
he added. 

other poBsIble applicatioriB of 
the facility Include the planting 
of bearing snrfaees using the 
Ionic bombardment method to 
reduce the possibilities of con- 
tamination. 

The mearch device also will 
be utilised as part of a solid- 
state laboratory where engineer- 
ing students will study transis- 
tor eirenltry and ntero-elec- 
traalM latagrated curcuitry. 

1KB BUBCTBONIO machine 
also eaa be asad to eoastruct 
micro-miniature circuits using 
solid-state elements, Koepsel 
said. 

"With such an excellent re- 
search facility available for 
work In semi-conductor and 
solid-state research. I antici- 
pate the aeeelerator will pro- 
vide a great Impetus to attract- 
ing key research personnel to K- 
Stata."

JAKARTA (UPI) — The Indo- 
nesian government today broke 
relations with Oonnunlst China. 

The break in relations was 
announced after an emergency 
cabinet meeting called by acting 
President Gen. Suharto and an 
emergency meeting of Indone- 
sian diplomats called home from 
Asian countries by Foreign Uln- 
later Adam Malik. 

TWO VKARB ago Indonesia 
was one of Communist China's 
closest satellites. It boasted a 
Communist party that ranked 
third only behind those in China 
and the Soviet Union. 

itut a steady deterioration tn 
relations came when the Com- 
munists bungled a coup d'etat, 
and were driven undt'r>;round 
by anti-Communist army officers 
and wldespresd massacres. It 
later resulted In President Su- 
karno and his pro-Peking poli- 
cies being ousted. He was re- 
placed by Suharto. 

THE FOREIGN office an- 
nounced the suspension of rela- 
tions. It handed a copy o( its 
communique to the Red Chinese 
Embassy to be traauBiltted to 
Peking. 

The Indonesian communique 

said Red China diplomats and 
embassy staff members would be 
held In Jakarta until all mem> 
bers of the Indonesia mlBslon in 
Peking were delivered safely to 
Hong Kong. 

A i>ELEtiATIO\ of the stu- 
dents who sacked the Chinese 
Embassy and beat up Chinese 
diplomats on Friday bad de- 
manded that relations be broken 
by today. 

Indonesian diplomats and mis- 
sion staff members In Peking 
have been held under house ar- 
rest.

The travel ban was impoaed to 
■taUliae tke nambar of Amm4- 

cana in Nigeria. Beck said the 
ban will not be lifted until the 
country la settled poUtitally. 
hopefully next year. 

THB BAN was impotied to In- 
sure the aatety of United States 
clttaena now In Nigeria. The am- 
bassador wants to keep the num- 
ber of Amertcans in Nigeria to 
a minimum to ease p/oblems if 
evacuation beeomaa ne en asa r y. 

Anti-American feelingB are a 
second reason for the ban. Ni- 
geria la politically oriented to 
the West, nila l8 particularly 
true at Ahmadu Bello where K- 
State staff members are work- 
ing, but atatementi released by 
the United Statea last year on 
military supplies and armaments 
to Nigeria have caused the de- 
velopment of aome antl-Amart- 
can feeling, Beck said. 

Beck, who Just returned from 
Nigeria last week, said the feel- 
ing Is leas evident In the country 
now than a few weeks ago. 

Civil war broke out in the 
southern part of the country 
thia summer. Subtequently, the 
southeastern part of the country 
seceded and declared itself the 
Independent nation of Biafra. 

"Our primary concern at the 
outbreak of the war waa to stay 
in the country," Beck said. 
"We alao considered how the 
war would affect onr opan- 
tions." Beck commented that the 
present military situation is still 
teaaa. but wfU aat pravoat K- 
State from working there.

"Ultimately, I believe, the 
answer will be excellent perim-

service for students and faculty 
to at least one main artery ot 

pedestrian traffic on campus." 

MUCH OP the campus traffic 
problem lies In the parking sit- 
uation. Nelson said he expected 
no changes in the parking situ- 
ation for the 1967-68 year, but 
the decision was made to revise 
some of the parking lots along 
with the street traffic. As a re- 
sult, students have fewer spaces 
In which to park. 

Nelson Mid most of the mass 
of cars comes from those who 
live a long distance from cam- 
pus, those who may eventually 
park in the new football stadium 
parking lot and take a baa to 
campus. 

He said bus serrlce would be 
successful it it were available 
about every 10 minutes, and 
eovld laave students oft at a 
aamher- of hay poteto anmnd 
the campns.

Nelson said many ahanges 
were made directed at traffic 
flow on campns streets and some 
are temporary nntll a study of 
thatr worth can bo tafcoa.

Her on-the-loh travels take her 
to potnta all over the globe lor 
roaoarch and atudy.

an executive visitor for K-State 
to India later this month. 

**I*11 be there for a month — at 
Andrab Prad^ift Untreretty In 
Hydertiad. K-8tate Is estabUshlng 
a home economics program there 
on a three-year plan. We're send- 
JUKs one faculty member over every 
six months. 

AS HEAH of the College of Ek^ 
nomlos, Dean Hoffman's rei^on- 



siblltttes include coordination of 
school programs, revisions as well 
as overseeing research. 

**There la researdi la all five de- 
partments of home ec." she aald. 

In addition to her University 
responsibilities. Dean Hoffman is 
presently chairman of the Associ- 
ation of the National Administra- 
tors of Hone Boonomiot and rap* 
resentatlTe for the National Home 
Economics Sub-committee on Ex- 
periment Stations on Organisa- 
tion and Policy. 

DEAN HOFFMAN has been 
bead of tiM College of Home Be 
here ^ce 1964. She came here 
from the University of Nebraska 
where she was also head of home 
economics. She received her 
bachelor's degree from the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska* her master's 
from Michigan State, her Ph.D. 



from Cornell University. She was 
awarded an honorary doctorate 
of sdenoe degree at the Unlver- 
slt3P d N^braika, 

"I grew ap on a farm in eastern 
Nebraska, near Murdoch. But I 
usually tell people I'm from be- 
tween Lincoln and Omaha be- 
cause not many people have ever 
beard of Murdoek.'* 

Afiooidlng to Dean Hoffman, 
1,200 students are majoring in the 
College of Home EIc this year — 
"A pretty big increase. And the 
college enrollment has Increased 
every year stnoe 1989. The stn* 
dent enrollment In the Home Be 
College at K-@tate has inereaasd 
more percentage-wise than tke 
University Itself. 

^'BOYS ARE also enrolled In the 
college. We have a prellminafy 
figure of 44 boys enrolled. Moat

of them are in restaurant manage- 
ment, family and child develop- 
ment and olotblag textiles." 

She said the Home Be College 
is well-equipped for reaearcsh. **We 
are always adding equipment as 
it's being developed. We're mov- 
ing to visual aids more and more, 
such as overhead projectors, 
slides, etc*' 

Her husband Wendell Hoffman 
is also on the go most of the time 
as a newsreel photographer for 
CBS-Televislon. 

**Yt E BOTH travel a lot, but un- 
fortunately out travel paths don't 
cross too often beoauae be Is sent 
on anlgnments for his work. Re- 
cent assignmenlB include Presi- 
dent Johnson's trip to Asia, the 
floods in Texas and Hurricane 
Beulah. He Is currently covering 
the World Series this year." 

The Hofftaians have two sons, 
ages 23 and 24. "Our 24-year-old 
son Is a Marine and was recently 
wounded in Vietnam. He Is on a 
convalescent leave recovering In 
Great Lakes, 111. But he will re- 
turn to Vietnam/* 

Por some outslde-the-offlce In- 
terest, Dean Hoffman collects tex- 
tile weavings. "I found some 
beautiful ones on a recent trip to 
Nigeria. The native men do them, 
and tbejr'ro very good. It*s a tra- 
dition that has been passed down. 

'^THEY ALSO make pretty 
necklaces from soft drink bottles 
and cold cream bottles. They melt 
the bottles then shape the neck- 
lace beads and string them. They 
do tbetr work In huts. This Is 
called their cottagft WdAatry. 

"They also do tte-dyelng, whero 
they knot the material (rather 
like smocking) then dip it In dye 
in their dye pits. When they un- 
knot the material, tbere*s a de- 
sign In the cloth where the dye 
doesn't s^urate because of the 
knotting." 

Dean Hoffman and her husband 
collect paintings and art work. 

"We also have some leather 
work from Nigeria the natives 
have done. It reminds me of the 
work done by the American In- 
dians. My husband and I just like 
to collect anything that depicts 
their way of life." 

ON OCCASION, Dean Hoffman 
speaks to students on higher edu- 
cation and the future. 

"I like to talk t0 both boys and 
girls because hoys affect girls' 
lives and girls affect boys' lives. 
1 encourage them to prepare for 
a rich life ahead while they're 
young. I tell them to continue 
their eduoatton by going to ool- 
lege. by learning a trada tbay can 
do, or working In a service ageacgr ' 

-anything so they can keep this 
country going. 

"I stress the average life span 
and the amount of ills laft i^ter 
tb«y have graduated. Maa*s Ufa 
span used to be about 4S years, 
now it's 70 years. So where one's 
life was not quite half over when 
he graduated from college years 
ago, now college takes only about 
one-third of the average life span. 

"The InveaUiioBt a itadMit 
makes In an education will pay 
off and last longer.

Rural Life Must Improve 
Humphrey Warns FFA 



KANSAS OfT, Mo. (UPI)— 
Vice President Hubert Humphrey 
said today America must use its 
taeknology and raaoaraaa to Im- 
prove life in rural areas aa iMl 
as in the nation's cities. 

Hvmpkray, who grew up as 
a boy in a small South Dakota 
town, emphasized what he

In Washington. U.S. officials 
who have heard many earlier re- 
porta of Guevara's death, snid 
they were inclined to believe the 
Bolivian claim was true, al- 
though they would like to see 
the scientific evidence before 
being certain. 

The officlala said the death 
of Castro's lieutenant would be 
u serious setback for the Cuban 
leader's program for spreading 
communism and revolntlon In 
Latin America.

LAND OWNKD by agronomy 
now totals more than ISO aerea 
but this acraage will soon be 
reduced by SO acres.

The farm has a full-time eight- 
man staff hired under Ctrll Acrr- 
ice and 20 part-time student 
laborers.

THE FARM is self-supported 
to a large extent by the produce 
and foundation seed raised on 
k|he farm. The tomoBmtkom and 



^glstered seed bustaen Is oas 
ot the major aspeets of the Cam. 

Swallow explained that it 
takes about 12 to 15 years for 
a new satisfactory variety of 
seed to be developed. After the 
plant breeder has produced a 
sufficient new variety, then this 
seed must be grown to produce 
toaadatfon seed which In tarn is 
registered. 

THE RBGI8TKRKU seed is 
then tamed over to designated 
certified seed growers who are 
willing to recertify and promote 
the seed, Swallow said. 

The foundation seed business 
of the farm should take on added 
importance in the next year due 
to a new ruling pa sse d by the 
National Crop taprovement As- 
sociation this jrasr. 

THE NEW ruling sUtea that 
starting In ItfS certified seed 
can only be certified for three 
years and then It must go back 
to University foundation aeed, 
Swallow said. This new policy 
Is called "limited generation" 
seed, and the new facilities will 
have an Important role to play 
In the expanding seed program, 
he said. 

The agronomy farm was 
started about 1870 and some re- 
search crop rotation projects in 
corn-wheat-altallh have been 
grown continuous atmoM slnee 
the beginning. 

Many of the research projects 
have signjs errected in the fields 
so that farmers and other inter- 
ested visitors can observe and 
compare the plots. In Septem- 
ber about 700 people toured the 
turm on Forage Crops Field Day. 

CTB mSW SWINB faclUUes 
have atae long been awaited 
since the tornado wiped out the 
swine farrowing house and crip- 
pled many swine research proj- 
ects. The swine fadlltlea will be 
relocated away from campus 
near the new poultry research 
buildings. 

The facilities will consist of 
three modern units, according to 
Berl Koch, protiieor ef awtaiwl 
husbandry. 

OITB OP the bnildlngs, SO by 
72 feet, will serve as a multi- 
purpose unit containing office, 
lab and classroom spaoe and 
living quMtwt tw four student 
workers. 

AnoOier unit will be used ex- 
clusively as a farrowlne-niirfipry 
building. It will be U-shaped 
with two wings, 30 by 90 feet. 
One ot the wings will have 30 
farrowing stalls with a slotted 
floor, according to Koch. 

VBTDER THE slotted floor will 
be an oxidation ditch to handle 
the liquid waste. In the ditch, 
waste materials can be clrenlated 
and air mechanically Introdueed 
into the waste by mMus a fad- 
die wheel. 

Tkls mIxM oxygen Into the 
WWte, and maintains the aero- 
Me bacteria. This unit substl- 
tutea power Injeetlon of oxygen 
for larger surface area of aofObfe 
lagoons, Koch said.

The other wtng of the unit 
will will contain 30 nursery 
pens, & by 12 feet, with a slotted 
floor and oxidation ditch. 

THR FARROWntO wtng will 
be air conditioned and hented 
but the nursery wing will only 
be heated and alr-eooled, Koeh 
said. The two wings will be 
Joined together by a 30 by 30 
feet feed room. 

The third unit will be a 
growing-finishing building. It 
will have two wings, 126 by 24 
feet, containing 32 experimental 
pena, € by If feet. The two 
wings will be Joined together by 
a 60 by 50 feet feed storage 
room. 

THEttB PKNit also will have 
slotted floors and an aerobic oxi- 
dation system under the floor. 
The ditches will be pumped out 
perlodleally and the WMte re- 
moved with iiquid-waste wread- 
era, Koch said. 

Kmik said that alnee the time 
the tornado struck he and other 
animal husbandry faculty mem- 
bers have toured research units 
at other midwest universities 
and studied various swine pro- 
duction lay-outs before deciding 
OQ the type uniU K-State will 
build. 

'THERE IB really no such 
thing as an ideal swine produc- 
tion system," Koch said. "They 
all have their advantages and 
disadvantages." 

Koch said the uniltj, which 
should be completed by next 
summer, will definitely boost K- 
State BWlue research. 

■B SAID that K-SUte re- 
sear^ had been greMIy limited 
and set back about one and a 
half years because of the tor- 
nado damage. He added that the 
baby pig research program waa 
the research hit hardest by the 
storm damage. 

Sheep research waa also hard 
hit, said Carl llenales, aasoelate 
professor ot animal husbandry.

Faculty Senate Decision 



Stimulates TKE Debate

Faculty Senate's decision 
Tuesday to extend Tau Kap- 
pa E p 8 i 1 o n fraternity's 
charter has provoked dis-

President James A. McCain 
now mast make the final de- 
cision to revoke or MtMii tiM 
TKE charter. 

"I'm concerned that flienlty 
Senate didn't give any eeeald- 
eratton to bow or why we made 
our decision." Rilt Carson, IFC 
executive board member, said. 
The board made the Initial 
recommendation . to revoke the 
charter.

said. 

THK Kt iiiDING will be pri- 
marily steel construction, 
aheeled with a baked enamel 
finish siding. Harold Oaliaher, 
head of forestry extension, said. 
Portions of the bnilding will be 
veneered with native limestone. 

HNi almetnra will provide 



storage spaee for two million 
seedling trees for nee ia the 

Clark-McNary tree distribution 
program. The trees are to be 
used by farmers in constructing 
wind-breaks and ^Uer belt 

areas. Gal la her explained. 

THKKS I'SKl* IN the program 
are obtained from areas north 
of Kansas, according to Harold 
Jones, agriculture extension di- 
rector. The ground in these 
areas is normally froxen at the 
time that successful transplant- 
ing can be don*: In Kansas, he 
said Consequently the iiees 
must tie moved and stored dur- 
ing the winter. 

An area for packing the seed- 
lings and preparing them for 
sbipntmt will be loMted near 



the storage area. Oaliaher lald. 

About 3,!jOO trees are shipped 
to farmers throughout the stste 
snnoaily. he said. Nearly I.S 
million trees are distributed in 
the state each year under the 
Ciark-Mc.N'ary program.

Waterfowl season bursts Into full swing Oct. 21 and 
prairie chicken seaaon uslierB In the upland game bird 
season Nov. 4. 

Himtert •hould dig out tb* old hmiting equipment 
thai, Is bidden In Um bawment, ^toaet or car trunk, check 
It ovir and repair or replace damaged Items. Checking 
the hunting Jacket, cleaning It out, patching last season's 
tears and replacing lost buttons will make days afield 
more enjoyable. 

Boots can maka hiintlni oomfortabiUr or miserable. 
Wise sportiiiien will ohoek the Issibslr bdata^ oU them and 
decide if a new pair 1b needed. Waterfowl hontMrs who 
may be breaking ice might use a nosrby wHsmm or pond 
to check their boots for leaks. 

1VADEK8 AND hip boots may be repaired or patched, 
but the sportsman should remember that rubber boots 
and hunting clothes will last longer If they are stored in 
a oool dry closet during the summer. N6tbing can ruin 
rgbber waders or clothing quicker than s tsir da|« or the 
summer in a car trunk. 

Shotguns should be checked, cleaned and lubricated. 
Checking the firing mechanism will prevent problems 
and reduce chances of accidents. 

THE KANISAS Porestry, nsh and Ckune Cktmintiston 
has a now leaftet, "Public Hunting In Eansas.'^ It may 
be obtained free from the InfonDfttlon Bduoatlon DlYltfon. 
Box 1028. Pratt, Kan. 67124. 

The leaflet lists the 43 public hunting areas that 
are either state owned, state leased or federally adminis- 
tered. 

FOB THB KANSAS hunter, these 270,000 sores of 
public hunting lands proYlda fros hunting on land under 
wildlife management. 

Wildlife management on the public hunting areas 
includes planting of food plots where native foods or agri- 
cultural crops are lacking and a habitat improvement 
progrwms the planting of traes, shrubs, grasses and 
legumes. 

THE COmnSaiON suggests that waterfowl hunt- 
ers Inquire annually of public waterfowl hunting areas 
that are open. Hunters may find specific area maps pre- 
pared by the Commission in local sporting goods shops 
and senrtoe stations. 

To hunt prtYsts lands, the iportamsn is roqnlred 
by ]m# to secure permission before «itf7# - 

J3T0P BY THE home. Introduce yourself, give the 
landowner some intormatiou about yourself and ask per- 
mission to hunt. 

Once given permission, the sportsmen who respecU 
ths landowner's property and complies with his wishes 
will usually have the opportunity to hunt the term again. 

WATERFOWIi BEeULATIOMS this tell set Oie dally 
bag limits at not more than two mallards* one wood dbck 
and one canvasback. 

Hunting waterfowl depends heavily upon species 
tdsntlflcatlon. Veteran sportsmen who can readily identify 
watertoirl depMid upon the approzlnate stsa, pfttfir|**of 
plumage, coloration, flock action, sllfaouftttes and habitat. 

Several booklets are available to aid in waterfowl 
identification. A "Kansas Waterfowl Identification Guide" 
may be obtained from the Kansas Forestry, Fish and Qame 
Commission.

JOKl>.A\, a short balding man 
who talkt'd in u monotone, said 
he had left the Klan for IS, 000 
tn eaah and 1100 weekly pay- 
ments to become an FBI In- 
former and has been in hiding 
for the past 10 months. 

He was the third informer to 
testify tor the government, which 
contends the Klan set up an 
e'ahoffate plot to it in Mlehael 
Sebwomer, a white New Yorker, 
and that Andrew Goodman, also 
a white New Yorker and James 
Chaney, a Negro from Meridian,

Faculty Senate's action to extend Tan Kappa 
Epallon's charter and the resulting diBBenslon 
BhowB lack of communication, information and 
oonoeiti on the part of faculty senators. 

IntMfMtenitty Council (IFC) and B^aenlty 
ConneU on Student Aflain (PCS4) bava itadtod 
the TKE situation for months. Both have recom- 
mended revoking the charter untU constnietlon 
problems can be worked out. 

Faculty Senate, however, has not been in- 
formed on the matter. They voted Tuesday on 
the basis of tnf ormatton conveyed by ona senator 
and purported reports from tha TKB advlaer. 

or MAKIMO Its raeomsieadatton to extend 

the charter, Faculty Senate acted without the 
benefit of finding out all the facts. No repre- 
sentatives from IFC or FCSA were at the meet- 
ing to present their reasons for revoking the 
obupter. 

Consequentlsr, a matter Invotving stndMit af- 
fairs has been mishandled by faculty. 

For each faculty senator to not be informed 
of the TKB situation is neglecting his responsi- 
bility In the decision- making structure. For Fac- 
ulty Senate as a whole to vote without hearing 
all sides of the liMie it dligraoefal. 

But the TKB issue also polnte out clearly 
a greater Issue by casting doubt on the effective- 
ness of the present decision-making structure. 

It is natural that students are more Informed 
and concerned with students affairs than faculty 
are. It is also natural that faculty are more in- 
formed and concerned with faculty Issues than 
studente are. 

TBT THE decision-making structure now 
doea not tStUm tor theee natund lateteite In the 
proper balance. 

Faculty Senate acts on some student affairs 
and all faculty affairs. Student Senate acts on 
some student affaira and no faculty affairs. 

Faculty concern with student affairs and 
student oottcer| with fk^utty affslrs should be 
on an eQual basis. 

When Faculty Senate, which has only faculty 
memliers. votes on a student issue, the balance 
sbitte to the faculty side. 

Student Senate, a group representing stu- 
dents with two faculty members, is sitting on 
the sidelines watching the action in the TKfi 
issue — an issuf that eonoems ■Indents. It has 
no authority to aet beesnse it is not part oi the 
dedslon-makiBg stmeMirau^ 

YET STUDENT senators, because of their 
close ties to student affairs, would be the natural 
group to act on the TKB issue and all other 
student Issues. 

The problem of balance cannot be resolved 
under the present structure; it can be resolved 
Ahrottgh the f|^o& o< * l^ti^t stroetui^^ . . 

A Joint SeaMe, composed of studeUte and 
faculty, should be created to act on all student 
imd faculty affairs. Under that structure, the 
group's study and decisions could benefit from 
both student and faculty communication, infor- 
mation and concern. 

The Joint Senate's decisions would then pro- 
iride President Jamea A. HcCaitt with a bettar 
tela fbr final decisions. 

THE UMIVBBSKnr cannot benefit from laek 
j|f communication, information or concern on 
affairs that concern its members. It cannot 
benefit from an ineffective decision-making 
structure. 

Impetus to change the present structure, 
however, must come from studente and faculty, 
preferably a l^cal group with authority.

This ruling applies to or- 
ganised houses and campus or^ 
ganiaationti, Mary Abson, Social 
Coo^Inatlng Council seeretary, 
said. 

SOCIAL Cordinatlng Gonneil 
(SCO regulations, revised this 
summer, were approved by Uni- 
versity Activities Board aad went 
Into effect this fall. 

Social permits are required 
for all planned social activities 
which involve nine or more in- 
dividuals from the same K-State 
living group or organlBatlon. 

SOCIAL PERMITS must be 
obtained and approved in the 
Student Government ABSOclation 
office in the Union one week in 
advance of the activity, Miu 
Abson said. 

Failure to register a soeial 
activity will result in a ten daril^ 
lar fliM and poedble saspeaakm 
of social privileges. 

Social activities, SCC states, 
illOVM be held on campus or at 
approved places in and around 
Manhattan. Requesto for eieep- 
tions to this rule must be ap- 
proved by the SCC executive 
eabinet. 

THKSE RKGl'LATIONS do 
not apply to spoataneoua gather- 
ings. BpontaneottB gatherings 
are defined in the new SCC rules 
as any gathering of University 
organisation members and 
guests unplanned in advance 
(4S hours). 

A social permit is not required 
for these activities but the house- 
mother or hall director must b«

Up until now, all efforts made 
to end or escalate the war have 
Mcoven Ineffective. Violence, 
"^HM^ Is normal In a ooaven- 
tlonal war, has been ttMd ta 
vain. Pathetic appeals to stir 
up humanitarian feelings have 
baan lavnehad also In vain. Of- 
fers of assistance with the lure 
of material advantages also were 
not responded to as expected. All 
these attempts not only fail but 
also spread a ellmata of mis* 
trust, of discoaragement, and of 
impotence in the taee of the 
da ily In tenilfteatlott of the war. 

WHY SO? Because of the latfk 
of time for an analfsis of the 
taeta with dne eoaalderatlon to 
the genuine opinions of the na- 
tlonals of the country In which 
the war is being waged. It is 
now the right time to fill this 
gap and to find In a rational 
way an approach to the notion 
of peace within the context of 
a revolnttonary war. 

First of all, let us analyse 
the factors which were at the 
start of a revolutionary war. 
The individual human being Is at 
the hub of the revolutionary war 
and he has to be a native of the 
country where the revolution- 
ary war is waged. • At the begin* 
nlng one must find all possible 
cfiBourcea in order to influence 
payehologieallr m that he 
will grab leaflets or weapons ne«- 
essary to initiate the political 
and armed struggle. Propaganda 
tools used by hnman beings are 
but of minor importance, for a 
man driven by a powerful moti- 
vation can achieve a lot with 
very entde equipment indeed. 
The elements of motivation 
which a man possesses to fight 
for a liberation war are nnmer- 
ous but they can be enumerated 
in the following order: the loss 
of national independence, dissat- 
isfaeUon due to social Injustice, 
bad living eondltlons.

THK RATIONALB of Faculty 
Senate was that pass-fail might 
encourage a student to attempt 
a course without the Jeopardy of 
an F. "There is a difference of 
opinion among the faculty about 
this reaaoning," he said. 

The student who falls a pass- 
fall course will not receive credit 
for tbe course and It will not be 
In bis grade point. A failure 
doeea*t count against tbe etn- 
dent In the program.

The session, which began at 
11 a.m. Monday, was the longest 
since the strike by Ford's 1G(J,- 
000 auto workys started at mid- 
night Sept. I. 

THE PRESIDENT of the 68- 
member National Steel Carriers 
Association (N8CA) said today 
he would reeoMmend to its mem- 
bership acceptance of a six-point 
settlement proposal to end a 
leng^y steel haulers strike. 

"We are of the opinion that 
onr prevloas ohjoctlons ham 
been eliminated," said Howard 
Miller.

Vietnam Objectors Seized; 
Youths Return. Draft Cards

Thousands of young Ameri- 
cans, convinced their eonntry Is 
wrong in flghtinR In Vietnam 
and stocking the military by 
oonsorlptlon, today lavaehad the 
second day of a waok4oiig na- 
Uonwlde protest. 

The demonstration, dve to 
wind up Saturday with a march 
on the Pentagon in Washington, 
D.C., began Monday with police 
Jailing demonMrators and draft 
cards fluttering like fallen leaves 
in the wind. 

More than 140 of the get-ont- 
of- Vietnam, stop-the-draft dem- 
onstrators were arrested Monday 
for blockading Induction centers, 
staging sli4BS and being "dis- 
orderly." 

Federal officials are deciding 
today whether the hnndreda of 
yonths who turned In their draft 
cards would be, or could be, 
punished. 

The Realstanee, a militant 
antiwar organisation headquar- 



tered at New Tork City, an- 
nounced demonstrators turned In 
350 draft cards at San Fran- 
cisco, 191 at Boston. 18S at New 

York. 50 at Los Angeles, 40 at 
Chicago, 11 each at Washington. 
D.C.. and London, England, and 
lesser numbers at cities from 
Denveo to Oregon to Atlanta to 
Champaign, 111. 

Col. Daniel Omer, deputy di- 
rector of the Selective Service, 
refused to accept draft cards 
handed him by 11 demonstraUtrs 
In the nation's capital. 

He said It would be up to 8e- 
leetlve Service Director Gen. 
Lewis Hershey, to decide whe- 
ther the cards tiiriit'd in would 
be given to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation or state sOlae- 
tiva ■ervlee boards tor action. 

Failure to have a draft card 
in possession at all times is con- 
sidered a felony punishable by

Value of the equipment which 
he handles sometimes amazes 
BloekcolBky.

Bhrery ad- 
vanced cadet (Juniors and se- 
niors) la Issued a commutation 
uniform when he graduates that 
Is worth about |150. "Last yaar 
the advanced cadeu took with 
them mora than $18,000 worth 
of uniforms and boots. This 
year it will be about the same." 

Bloekeolsky most also bo good 
at numbors to perform his job, 
because of the vast amount of 
clothing and equipment he must 
keep tracli of. In stock at the 
present time are about 1,000 sets 
of dress greens, 600 overcoats, 
and over 2,000 poplin shlrU. "It 
really gets bad at the beginning 
of the year when the uniforms 
are issued," BlfKfccolsky said.

An InnoTation trim a UnlTentty admlnlB- 
trator's office lignali a cbange in education that 
may sweep away the cobweb* In formal teaching. 

Chester Peters, vice president of student af- 
fairs, has initiated a student leader seminar in 
which students in many areas of campus respon- 
sibility communicate about thoir roles and prob- 
lems. 

The seminar, which began this fall, is an 
experiment that may lead to a variety of similar 
courses dealing with aspects of University in- 
volvement. 

Students in the seminar are attempting to aslc 
questions and find answers in an informal sltua- 
ttoa wlMre tb«re are no tests» grades or leetures. 
They discuss any Ismie from cItU rights td optn 
boosing to drug education. 

Ptttrs describes this seminar and other simi- 
lar ones as "free university" courses initiated 
hW9 by the administration, not students alone. 

And because of the emphasis on education 
through discussion of student leaders' roles and 
problems, the seminar may he offered for er^lt 
during the spring semester. 

In addition to the educative value, Peters 

hopes the seminar will produce constructive 
suggestions for changes In the UnlTerslty. 

Students in the seminar seem eager for the 
opportunity to express their ideas without the 
restrictions of a formal classroom situation. 
They do not worry about memorizing, cram- 
ming for a test or agreeing wiUi a processor's 
▼tewpoint. 

B^senl^ and administrators in all depart- 
ments should re-examine their course selections 
and determine If a seminar might be a useful re- 
placement or addition to a curriculum. 

And K-State students should be grateful that 
the administration has already looked at some 
neglected areas of education and offered a solu- 
tloii to tlM problean.

American attitudes toward the nagging war 
are changing. The Harris Survey shows only 68 
per cent of those polled supporting the war, com- 
pared to 72 per cent In July and 61 per cent In 
late August. The bombing of North Vietnam 
is supported by 48 per oent, compared to B9 per 
cent in-line. 

Bat we look to aes w^ has changed irary 
much about the oonfllot, we discover only a very 
few circumstances, and we must decide whether 
these are persuasive. For one thing, the bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam has been extended. For 
another, the American casualty figures reached 
a tMgto new high in sevenil summer weeks* 
Total American casualties in Vietaim are now 
more tfean 100,000 wounded, missing and kiUed. 

There are deeply fundamental questions and 
they range around such issues as to whether this 
war really preserves American security, whether 
the United States can honorably withdraw from 
gQ uth ea st Asto without an irm»4Musked secti^ 
meat, idMtiwr responsible Asian leaders want 
an American "presence'' In the Far Bast, and 
whether any kind of useful civilisation can sur- 
vive this war's destructiveness.

Take Money and Work 
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Bulldloc ft winning atUtttle pragnmi ts livd and 

espenalve. 

It takes a combination of tradition and money; a 
perennial loser without ettber is doomed. To win In fool- 
baU a coach needs pertomiel— both pli^pm and e oa ch ea. 

If a school can't otter sood money to work with or 
a tradition to fight for, the personnel Isn't Interested. 
A coach may be potentially great but a school without 
either will break him. 

Remember, the good athletes and coadies are being 
wooed br other schools. When completing for these people 
yon hate to be able to compare Cayorably with the oompe- 
tttlon who has facilities and a winning program. 

I am emphasizing football because an athletic budget 
is determined by the revenue football brings in. 

One Saturday afternoon at Lincoln, Nebraska last 
year brought in $110,000 to the K-State athleUo tW. The 
UnlYerstty of Nebraska has a winning tndttlon and tor 
that Homecoming game they had more than 60,000. 

When K-State doesn't fill a 20,000 seat stadium the 
money doeBn't come. Bven when filled, the money made 
still doesn't compare with the Nebraska game, or even 
Colorado or Oklahoma games. 

So what is the slgnlfleaneet 

It means that coaches don't have eaoagh money to 
spend on facllltleB to attract players. 

A few years ago K-State won against Iowa State 
University for the first Big Eight victory in five years. 
It prompted a five point program to get on the winning 
trade. 

Ifoney was eolleoted from atuma to start and plana 
were started for a new stadium, hut nothing stgnlfleant 
was ever done. 

High administration officials sanctioned the pro- 
gram; however, they did nothing concrete to see that it 
was carried out. The program was fine In their eyes, 
but they did not want to work or iMxA their necka out to 
see that It was aocompUahed. 

Without a winning football program all athletics at 
a school suffer. Priorities are made in the athletic budget 
apportionments and the teams at the bottom of the list 
are left will very small pickings. 

At the end of Doug Weaver's tenure as head foot> 
baU ooach the athletic offlelals and the head i^obl of* 
ficlats had a crucial decision to make, do we want a win- 
ning program and are we willing to pay for it. 

They decided yes and hired Vlnce Gibson, but they 
had to pay. Not Just in a personal salary to Olbson. but 
in facilities that be could use to bring good athletes and 
ooaidies to K-8tate. 

A winning program was started. 

But it doesn't happen overnight Coach Olbson still 
has the basic team that played last year, except for a 
couple of Junior college boys. So he has to wait until 
several years of recruiting have passed and the new play- 
ers are eligible to see more tangible results of his new 
prognun. 

Definite strides have taken p)ace wtth!n the past 
year and thd program Is looking up, but It will take lime 
before the full fruits of a winning program come to K- 
State. Remember, we have a long way to patch up with 

the competition.
